Slayer, Jesusista d’Agostini, 35, Wid-

San Francisco.—Arnold — Postel, 
wealthy merchant and politician, was 
shot and killed, August 31, in front 
of the Postel building, 1330 Park 
street, Alameda, by Mrs. Jesusista 
d’Agostini, who five years ago killed 
her husband.

EVER use the form “Dear Friend.” 
This was once In good form but 


It Is decidedly out ef favor now. 


Never address a letter Intended for 


various members of the same family 
thus: “Mrs, John Smith and family.” 
Instead use this form: “Mrs, 
Smith; The Misses Smith." 

A simpler way is to address the 
envelope of the letter to the hend of 
the family and explain within that 
your letter Is intended fur the whole 
family. 

Never enclose a postuge stamp In 
anything but a business cominunica- 
tion when you ask for a reply. This is 
not necessary if you are transacting 
business in which your request is not 
in the nature of a favor. 

Never even In a business letter use 
the expression, “Let me know by re- 
turn mail,” or “Send by retutn mail.” 
AS a matter of fact inails are so fie- 
quent between big cities now that it 
would probably be quite impossible to 
return by the next outgeing mail and 
obviously there is no return mail now 
save in some place like Bermuda 
Where a boat bringing mail actually 
carries off the next outgoing mail 
Any way there ts a certain abrupt- 
ness about the expression that makes 
it unsuitable even for business which 
should always be courteous even 
though to the point. “At your earlilest 
convenience” is a better expression. 
But why use any of those stereotype 
expressions that are seldom used any- 
where but In letters? The man now 
who writes the best business letters 
writes as he would talk and says in- 
stend “as soon as you can” or “as 
soon as possible,” or something of that

Don’t use the ending “very truly 
yours,” {n anything but a business 


letter. It is no longer the right end 
ing for social purposes or letters be- 
tween personal friends. 

Don’t use the ending “respectfully 
yours” in ordinary business corre- 
spondence. It is the correct ending in 
an official or business letter addressed 
to the President, It might properly be 
used in addressing the vice president 
or justice of the Supreme court, but 
to use it simply because you are writ- 
ing to someone whom you wish to do 
business with has an air of too great 
obsequiousness

Warmth !s Required. 


Tomatoes naturally grow fn a wari | 


climate and require plenty of warmth 
from the start. The plants should be 
kept at about a living-room tempera- 


ture until a few days before they sre | 


to be set in the garden; then they 
should be gradually exposed to out- 
door conditions to harden them. After 
they are set In the garden it may be 
necessary to cover them for a few 
nights with several thicknesses of 
newspaper to protect them from the 
cold. 

Tomatoes require a moderately rich 
soil, not too rich, but just sueh scl 
as will grow a good crop of corn or 
potatoes. A little well-rotted manures 
can be worked into the spot > where 
each plant is to be set and a table 
spoonful of high-grade fertilizer sprin 
kled over a space about one foot in 
diameter and mixed with the soil will 
aid in giving the plant a geod start. 
Planting distances will depend upon 
whether the plauts are fo be pruried 
to a single stem and trained to stakes 
or are to be allowed to grow accord 
ing to their natural habit of spread 
ing over the ground. If the plants 
are to be trained they raay be set in 
rows as close as three feet, and spaced 
18 inches in the row. If they are not 
to be trained ¢he plants should be set 
three to four feet apart in each direc 
tion
